| Weſtminſter, where the lame is appointed by adiournement to be 
holden vpon the foureteenth day of Nonember next, and that the 
celeb:ation of the feaſt of Chziſtmas ſoone after appzoacheth; And 
| therefoze, and fo2 diners other weighty conſiderations, Hts High- 
Vi neſle(at the motion e with the aduite ofhis Pinie Councel)thinketh 
good and neteſſarp, to adiourne the ſayd Parliament, vntill the eight 
day of Febꝛuary nextcomming : And by this his Pzoclamation doeth publiſh and notifie the 
ſame to all the ſayd Pzelates, Noblemen, and States, and alſo to all the ſayd Knights,Citt- 
3ens and Burgeſſes, So that they, oz any of them (other thenſuchas ſhall happen then to be 
in London oꝛ Weſtminſter, who may attend to adiourne the ſame) are not boundoz compel- 
led to appeare the layd foureteenth day ol Nouember, at the City afozeſayd, But that they, 
andeuery of them are heereby thereof diſcharged againſt His Mateſtte : willingnenerthelelle, 
and charging and commanding all and euery the ſayd Pꝛelates, Noblemen and tates, and 
all the layd Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles, and all others, to whom in this caſe it ſhall 
appertaine, That they and euery of them doe perſonally appeare, and bee pzeſent theſayd 
eigbt day of Febzuary at the City of ugeſtminſter afozeſayd.to treat, conſent, and conclude —— 
ſach matters, as in the ſayd Parliament ſhall then and there, of the Common Eountell of the 
Realme(by Gods fauour) happen to be ozdeyned.
